Hardware and Play Time - total amount $174.97. T. Shaoul made a motion that the 
Corporation reimburse G. Tremblay $174.97 as previously stated. J. Bates second. 
Unanimously approved. S. Burks presented bill from Staples for name tags, $23.98 and and 
for an e-bay purchase, print of Scout, $24.16. Total amount $48.14. J. Bates made a motion 
that the Corporation reimburse S. Burks $48.14 as previously stated. T. Shaoul second. 
Unanimously approved. S. Burks also bought an "Appear poster/lithograph in color for $10. 
She would like to donate it to the Museum if we don't already own one. H. Leavell presented 
bill for postage stamps $9.00 and $37.48 for labels for fundraiser - Total amount$46.48. T.

Volunteer - Volunteer report distributed. J. McGough reported a Ms. Adler from Utah will 
become a docent.

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Marketing - While at the Bob Shure event, Richard Boyden, Northeast Fine Art 
representative was interested to collaborate with Bob Shure. 

Correspondence - H. Leavell received bid from Artex movers - $1200 each way. H. Leavell 
will put notice on NEMA website to see who people use to move statues. Will report next 
meeting. 

Security - The problem we had with the alarm system was a result of someone working on the 
telephone lines and inadvertently disconnected the alarm. The alarm company said price of 
wiring the galleries would be prohibitive. More discussion ensued. 

New Business - At last month's meeting we voted to recommend S. Burks to another 3 year 
term as Trustee. At that time A. Taberner (re-appointment) and J. Bates (election) which was 
done back in April, 2012 both stated that they did not receive any notification from the Board 
of Selectmen.
